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Iluntcrs Hill. Collection no. 6007 \vas made from a colony 
gro\ving in \vct moss in decp shade under \villo\vs, not far from a 
colony of Ijislera auriculata Wieg., a rare orchid in Minncsota. 
1*. Irivialis is an interesting addition to the adventive flora 
established on the higher slopes of Hunters Hill, e. g. P. Chaixii, 
P. ncmoralis, Milium ejjfusian and Luzula nemorosa. 

Hklknh m nudiflouum Nutt. is extending its rangc farther 
into tlie intcrior \vest from Michigan and nortli from Missouri. 
Jn Minncsota the \vriter discovcred a colony of the species on 
Highxvay 23, about t\vo milcs soutli of the Holyoke Junction, in 
C'arlton C’o. Collection Lakela no. 5860 \vas made on Sept. 4, 
1044, from a colony of scattered individual plants gro\ving in 
sliallo\v moss-mats \vith species of Juncus and Carex, along a 
partly cleared border of the roadside thicket. 

Equisi:tum auvknsk L., f. camukstuk (C'. F. Schultz) Klingc 
\vas discovered in \vater-filled depressions made by removal of 
sod, in a brookside-meado\v nortlnvest of Woodland Ave. in 

Duluth. Spccimens no. 5985 collected June 23, 1945, have more 
chlorophyll-containing tissue in fertile stcms than later formed 
plants. Strobili continued to develop through August. The

BIDENS HYPERBOREA VAR. TYPICA 

Norman C. Fassett 

Bidens kypcrhorea was described in 190U from material col- 
lected at Rupert House, Jamcs Bay, by J. M. Macoun in 1885, 
and its spccific identity \vith plants on estuaries from the St. 
La\vrencc to Ne\v England was later demonstrated.^ 

‘^The trcatment of this variable species by the present writer 
(1925c)* can be regarded only as tentative. Var. typica Fassett 
camc from Rupert House, James Bay, Canada, and is described 
ius,bcing simple and monocephalous, \vith entire or few-toothed 
lcaves. Plants matching this description were collected by 
Svenson and Fassctt on the cstuary of the Restigouche River,

New Brunsxvick; this collection is cited (Fassett, 1925c) as No. 
889 under var. laurentiana. The unhranched plants \vith sinall 
aclienes formed colonies distinct from those of tiio larfçor varioty 
also presont on this estiiary, and \vere considorod in 1925 to bo 
more d\varfed forms of it. This is probably the oaso, but it is 
possible that the type colloction from Jamos Bay, tho only collec- 
tion kno\vn, may represont srnall forms of a largor plant jirosent 
on tho estuaries of rivers ontoring Hiidson liay. Tlio final \vord 
may not be sj)okon until complote colloctions havo boon mado 
in that rogion.”^ 

C'oj)ious collections of Bidcns hyperboira have rociaitly lioiai 
made by Bev. Artheme Dutilly, O.M.I. and llev. Ernost Lojiago, 
at Iluj)ert House and East Main Rivor; \vhile it \voiild be ovor- 
optimistic to try to sj)eak “a final ^vord”, these colloctions slio\v 
conclusivoly tliat the tyj)e material does rej)resent only d\varfod 
forms such as may l)c found in almost any colony of any sj)oci(‘S 
of Bidens. These ne\v colloctions total 40 individuals, of \vhich 
10 are simplo and monocophalous like tho tyj)o, 17 aro slightly 
branched above, and 13 aro copiously branched. The loavos, 
except on tho smallest individuals, aro consj)icuously toothed, 
and the achenes are for tho most j)art definitely largor than 
those of the typc specimcns, the outor boing 4.5-7.5 mm. long, 
the inner G.()-9.0 mm. long, and tho a\vns 3.0-4.5 min. long. In 
short, just as small individuals of var. laurentiana aro in.soparable 
from the tyj)e matorial of B. hyperhorea, so \voll-dovoloj)od 
j)lants from the tyj)o locality aro in.separable from similar indi- 
viduals of var. laurentiana. B. hyperborea var. laurentiana 
Fassett, Bhodoua xxvii. 109 (1925), thorefore becomos a .syno- 
nym of B. hyperborea var. typica Fassott, 1. c., j). 167.
